Canadian Press Sfaff Writer 


LONDON, April 27—Fresh measures to 


prepare Great Britain for “anything” fol- 
lowed today in the wake of the conscrip- 


tion announcement. 


Former servicemen

RUMANIA NOT 
READY JOIN IN 
MUTUAL PACT 


Country Opposed To Im-_ 
mediate Entry Into As- 
sistance Agreements 


PARIS, April 27.—Rumania was 
reported today to have advised 
Great Britain and France of her 
opposition to entering mutual 
assistance pacts with them at least 
for the present. 

This development was reported 
as Foreign Minister Georges Bonnet 
conferred with Sir Eric Phipps, Bri- 
tish ambassador in Paris, before the 
Frenchman = started = = conferences 
with Grigore Gafencu, Rumanian 
foreign minister. 

It was understood in diplomatic 
circles the British envoy had 
brought the report that Gafencu, in 
his earlier talks in London, had ex- 
pressed Rumania’s opposition to im- 
mediate entry into mutual assist- 
arice pacts. 


PLEDGED AID 

Britain and France already have 
pledged their aid to Rumania in the 
event her independence is attacked 
but it is a one-way pledge which 
they would like to make reciprocal. 

French circles in close touch with 
international affairs said Prime 
Minister Chamberlain's announce- 
ment of the conscription measure 
was largely of “psychological value” 
on the event of Chancellor Hitler's 
answer to President Roosevelt's ap- 
peal for peace. 


DEFINITE SHOWING 

Nevertheless, they sald, the Bri- 
tish action would precipitate a de- 
finite showing of hands in the Bal- 
kans and eastern Europe—either for 
Britain and France, or for Germany 
and Italy. These circles said they 
believed Rumania, Greece, Turkey 
and Russia eventually would come 
into an Anglo-French pact pledging 
resistance to any aggression. 

The positions of Yugoslavia and 
Bulgaria were considered uncertain 
here, the former because she is 
hemmed in by Italy and Germany 
and the latter because she has terri- 
torial grievances with Rumania as 
well as other Balkan powers,

BUILT IN GERMANY 

The Empress of Australia was 
built in Germany in 1914 and 
when the Prime Minister made the 
announcement, Commander Arthur 
Marsden, Conservative, asked Mr. 
Chamberlain why a British ship 
had not been selected. 

The Prime Minister answered: 

“In the circumstancés we have 
had to take what liner was avail- 
able but perhaps it will be some 
consolation to the honorable mem- 
ber to know that the engines (of the 
Empress of Australia) were built in 
Glasgow.” 

KING SUGGESTED CHANGE 

It was stated authoritatively the 
King made the original suggestion 
that the Repulse, which had been 
reconstructed for the royal voyage, 
should be kept at home. 

The Repulse is one of only three 
British battle cruisers capable of 
destroying German 
pocket battleships such as those 
now in Spanish waters. The other 
two, the Hood and the Renown, are 
laid up for-repairs in the naval 
dockyards, 


FORMERLY THE TIRPITZ 


The Empress of Australia, 21,833 
tons, was built at Stettin, Germany, 
and formerly was called the Tirpitz

The present strength of the air 
force is 210 planes, including 30 
modern service craft, 16 obsolete 
service and 158 trainer and civil 
type planes. There are 109 machines 
on order and on delivery of these 
and after scrapping 69 machines the 
force will have 250 aircraft includ- 
ing 112 first line service types and 
138 training and survey types. 


The objective is 11 permanent 
and 12 non-permanent air force 
squadrons which would mean 527 
aircraft, 525 officers and 4,500 air- 
men in the permanent force, 220 
officers and 2,014 airmen in the 
non-permanent.

SEEDING NOW 
MOVES APACE 
FOR ALBERTA 


Southern and central districts ! 
along the C.P.R. lines in Alberta 
have betwen two and twenty per 


cent of their seeding done, accord- 
ing to the region, the railway’s 
crop report for the week ending 
Tuesday declared. 

Estimated acreage to be devoted 
to grain cultivation is put at about 
the same figure as last year. 

Moisture conditions are general- 
ly good, though Lacombe subdi- 
vision was reported to have 15 to 
60 percent less moisture than last 
year at this time 

South Edmonton started seeding 
on April 21 and a 10 per cent in- 
crease in wheat acreage is expect- 
ed. 
For wheat acreages range from 
11,000 at Streamstown to 52,000 
acres at Willingdon; while for oats, 
2,000 at Myrnam to 16,000 at St. 
Michael; barley, 1,000 at several 
places to 5,000 at St. Michael and 
Willingdon 

Heaviest estimates were for Cas- 
tor; 38,000 for wheat, 2,000 each for 
barley and flax, and 11000 for oats, 
with 2 per cent of the seeding al- 
ready completed.

At Washington and London negotia- 
tions are said to be under way to trade 
a large quantity of United States wheat 
and cotton for rubber and tin—which the 
U. S, army requires in its preparedness 
program, Canadians can hardly be ex- 
pected to grow enthusiastic over any pro- 
posal that might cut down the sales of 
Canadian wheat in Britain. But they 
have the consolation of knowing that with 
wheat at its present price the Government 
may perhaps as well keep the surplus it 
has on hand as unload at the loss involv- 
ed. Prices may go up, unpromising as 
the prospect appears to be; they can hard- 
ly go down. 

And if the United States needs rubber 
and tin to carry on its armament pro- 
gram, forbid that any side considerations 
about the wheat market should interfere 
with it getting the supply. Things more 
important than the price of wheat are at 
stake in the world today, and whatever 
new armament any democratic country 
throws in the scale against aggression will 
help to avert the threatened catastrophe 
of a general war. 


Importing Consumers 


Tourists who visited Canada last year 
left in the Dominion $149,000,000 more 
than Canadians spent in their junketing 
abroad. This accounts for about three- 
quarters of the favorable national “trade” 
balance of $185,000,000. Had our guests 
spent no more than Canadian tourists 
spent abroad, the balance on the total in- 
ternational exchange would have been 
only $36,000,000. 

Spending money on tourist highways 
and improving national parks is not folly, 
nor is it altogether optional. Neither is it 
simply a matter of making investments 
in hope of collecting profits. It is also, in 
these curious times, something in the na- 
ture of national economic self-defence. If 
there had been no heavy movement of 
tourists into Canada last year the trade 
balance would have been the other way, 
and Canada would have rated as a debtor 
instead of a creditor country on the year’s 
operations. 

Tourist traffic operates as a sort of 
check and balance to protectionist trade 
policies. Our products may be barred from 
other countries by tariffs. But there is 
no law to prevent their people coming 
here in great numbers in the summer sea- 
son, consuming products and paying for 
them. This they are doing, and it is 
sound business to spend money‘to make 
sure they will keep on doing it. In fact, 
we couldn’t, with any intelligent regard 
for self-interest or national welfare, do 
otherwise. 


Some More Budget Figures 


Any person in Canada who is worried 
because the national treasury took in.$55 
millions less last year than it paid out and 
may pay out this year $60 millions more 
than it collects may find solace in pon- 
dering the budgetary astronomics an- 
nounced by Sir John Simon in London the 
same day Mr. Dunning broke the bad 
news at Ottawa. 

Sir John proposes to spend this year a 
sum almost twice the whole of Canada’s 
national debt—$6,177,600,000 in Cana- 
dian currency. He is going to borrow 
during the year well over half the $3,157,- 
000,000 that Canada owes after seventy- 
two years of operation. And he is raising 
by taxation during the year one and one- 
half the entire debt of the Dominion. 

What all this means to the British tax- 
payer is suggested by the fact that the 
lowest rate of income taxation is five 
shillings and sixpence in the pound. More- 
over, this rate applies to a single man who 
earns more than £125 per year, and to a 
married man earning more than £180, As 
there are 20 shillings to the pound, this 
base rate is a fraction more than 25 per 
cent. 

A single man earning $650 per year is 
thus required to hand over a little more 
than $160 to the Government, while a 
married man earning $900 per year will 
have to pay somewhat more than $225— 
in national income tax alone. War, of 
course, would be ruinous, but the kind of 
peace they are allowed to have in Eng- 
land isn't cheap. 

A few weeks ago one humorist in the 
House of Commons suggested that the 
way to defend Canada was to hang out il- 
luminated signs at our sea-ports display- 


/ 


ing the figures of our national debt, as a 
warning to aggressors that the country 
would not be worth taking. Somebody 
should see that he gets a copy of Sir 
John’s budget speech. 


Everywhere But Here 


Efforts of the Dominion Government 
to put life into the dormant construction 
industry have resulted in $65,000,000 be- 
ing invested in new buildings under the 
federal housing scheme—in the other pro- 
vinces. Construction contracts awarded 
during the first quarter of 1939 total six 
per cent higher than during the first quar- 
ter of 1938, while contracts for residen- 
tial buildings show a gain of 92 per cent. 
The summer is going to be a busy one for 
builders and supplymen — in the other 
eight provinces, 

The outlook for Alberta is different. 
At last reports not one house had been 
erected or contracted for in this province 
under the Housing Act. So far as known 
the loan companies have not yet changed 
their policy of holding aloof from building 
investments in Alberta. Aside from the 
limited number of houses which may be 
put up by persons having private funds, 
and projects undertaken by city councils, 
there is no prospect here of any increase 
in living accommodation. ; 

What this presages is clear enough. 
There may be looked for an exodus from 
the province of skilled builders, greater 
than that of last year, attracted to parts 
of Canada where the housing scheme is 
operative and building is actively under 
way. An even worse result is certain; 
the still more general and more danger- 
ous over-crowding of houses and apart- 
ment buildings in the larger centres, the 
multiplication of disease-breeding places 
and fire-traps. The outlook is not pleas- 
ant, but such are the facts. 

The aggravating feature is that the 
Dominion housing scheme is just as ap- 
plicable to Alberta as to any other prov- 
ince and might be operating here with the 
same beneficial results. °

“The” Problem in Australia 

A challenging indictment of our industrial 
methods, clinched by facts and figures, emerges 
from the report on unemployed youth presented 
by the Employment Council to the State Treas- 
urer, Young men between the ages of 18 and 30 
comprise a disconcerting proportion of the 
State's unemployed. Although some 3,000 youths 
of 19 to 25 years have been placed in positions 
through the Government's system of subsidized 
apprenticeship, there are actually a greater num- 
ber of young men of this group now out of work 
than when the scheme was instituted. The ranks 
of workless youth are inevitably swelling, for 
every year they receive at least 1,500 fresh re- 
cruits from those unfortunates who, at the age 
of 21 or earlier, are flung out of occupations, 
helpless and unconsidered, and cannot find a 
Place in industry or commerce. Undoubtedly, 
certain semi-skilled industries employ an ex- 
cessive number of juniors In ratio to adults, In- 
divdual firms may thus profit by the use of cheap 
juvenile labor, which often consists of boys from 
14 to 16 years old.

Our Wheat Customers 


It must not be forgotten in the midst of the 
present public controversy over wheat that Can- 
ada has more than its farmers to worry over. 
Our customers are also to be considered. If the 
world will not buy Canadian wheat, it is obvious 
that all plons of acreage bonus, subsidy, fixed 
price and what not, become mere relief plans. 
The essence of the problem is to persuade our 
customers to use more and more Canadian wheat. 
If that becomes possible, the rest of the problem 
will ultimately disappear of itself. 

For this reason the views and opinions of the 
men in Europe who buy and use our wheat de- 
serve a consideration which has been somewhat 
obscured by the domestic controversy over the 
form which the necessary assistance to farmers 
Shall take. These two aspects of the problem 
are closely related. Indeed, any study of past 
years shows that there is a definite and vital 
connection between them. If, for instance, 
Canada was crazy enough to refuse to sell its 
wheat unless the world was prepared to pay 
what we thought we should get, it would rapidly 
mean the end of our markets and the end of 
wheat-growing altogether. 

This proposition of course has not been put 
up. All parties to the present controversy knéw 
that is insanity. But it may well be that, of the 
various proposals that have been laid before the 
government, one or other of them may be better 
adapted to our customers’ desires. The Turgeon 
report throws light on this aspect of the situation. 
It is apparent from its evidence that what our 
chief customers want is the maintenance of the 
open market and the sale of our wheat through 
as large a number as possible of competing chan- 
nels. The Turgeon report is conclusive on this 
finding, and its importance must be recognized. 
How best can this be related to the domestic 
problem of keeping our wheat industry going 
and our farmers in decent circumstances during 
difficult years? This is the heart of the problem 
now facing the Government. 

Our customers, when asked by Judge Tur- 
geon what future conditions can be visualized as 
likely to affect the volume of our wheat exports, 
answered in part: 

In no circumstances do we recommend 
that the “open market or the competitive 
System in Canada” should not be maintained. 

If the Government of Canada put some low 
basis price upon wheat—that is a domestic 
matter. 

Can this opinion be said to be in line with the 
proposal of the Western Wheat Committee for 
the maintenance of the Wheat Board and the 
80-cent fixed price? Can it be said to be in line 
with the Gardiner proposal for a much lower 
fixed price, coupled with an acreage bonus 
scheme? Can it be said to be in line with the 
further proposal, which has been obscured by 
the others, of maintaining western aid by an 
acreage subsidy entirely, allowing government 
wheat marketing to go by the board and permit- 
ting wheat prices to find their own levels, come 
what may? 

It is apparent from the summary of our 
customers’ findings set forth above that the last 
proposal is the one most near to their hearts, 
that the Gardiner proposal would come second, 
that the policy of the Western Wheat Committee 
would come at the bottom of the list. An 80- 
cent price is not the low basis price to which our 
customers say they have no objection It is, in 
the light of present values, a high price. It in- 
volves, in addition, the concentration of our sell- 
ing in the Wheat Board's hands, a policy which 
in the view of the Minister of Agriculture, de- 
pressed wheat prices last year. Whether he is 
justified in that view or not, it is easy to see that 
a Board faced with the task of selling a big crop 
when every bushel sold is going to add to a Gov- 
ernment deficit is going to have a hard time of jt. 

The Gardiner proposals are vulnerable in the 
same way, but not nearly to the same extent. 
They represent, in their entirety, an attempt to 
get away from the evils of the former policy, and 
as such are worthy of very serious consideration. 

The policy of leaving the market to find its 
own level and of helping the farmers on some 
basis that would be completély divorced from 
the difficult problem of marketing and the ur- 
gent continuing need to push our wheat into 
every available market is something which also 
deserves nationa)] respect, The common argu- 
ment against such a plan is to say that “wheat 
will go to 30 cents.” But if wheat is worth only 
30 cents, it should be sold at 30 cents. To hold 
it off the market and pretend that it is worth 
more because the Government has been induced 
to pay the farmers more for it, is merely to con- 
fuse and deceive ourselves. 

Everyone is agreed that the wheat-growers 
must receive substantial help. Not a single voice 

in Western Canada is raised against that need, 
and elsewhere in Canada there is substantial 
recognifion of the need. The problem then re- 
solves itgelf into # discussion of the best ways 
and means of carrying it out. The Free Press has 
formerly expressed its grave doubts as to the 
wisdom of the Western Wheat Committee's pro- 
position largely because of the failure to incor 
porate in them a sound long-run domestic 
policy, It is important not to forget that, from 
the point of view of our customers abroad, it 
also has serious drawbacks which should be fully 
considered before the Government's final de- 
cision is made.—Winnipeg Free Press,

There’s no trick to sctting a coal mine on fire. 
Many of them start burning by spontaneous 
combustion, causing expensive and prolonged 
effort to wall in and smother the fires. The thing 
that gave coal-owners pause was the cost of the 
distillation plant plus the uncertainty of being 
able to control a fire. The 
state is better circumstanced 
to conduct such an expensive 
and risky venture than pri- 
vate capital. After a series of experiments start- 
ing on a small scale and growing larger with 
success, work on an economic scale was started 
two years ago under the care of scientists of the 
Donetz Coal Chemical Institute. A hole is drilled 
from the surface into the coal bed, similar to 
drilling a shallow well for oil. The coal is set on 
fire by electric current. A series of holes in fan 
shaped order are bored to carry off the gases. 
Air is pumped down to the burning coal, and 
control is achieved by regulating the quantity of 
oxygen in the air. 

Already the recovery of thermal units by this 
method is about three times greater per man 
employed, than the underground digging method. 
By enlarging the system it is expected to obtain 
nearly twenty times the recovery: Chemical, 
glass and metallurgical plants will be concen- 
trated in areas near the mines, 

In addition to the economic advantages, the 
new method abolishes all underground work 
with its hardships and dangers.

PAYS TO BURN 
A COAL MINE 


In India and elsewhere, recovery of gasoline, 
kerosene and fuel oils is being made from mined 
coal at a price to meet economic competition, by 
the Freeman method, It leaves a residue of 
“smokeless fuel.” A test ton of low-grade In- 
dian coal showed a recovery of 3214 Ballons of 
oils and 12 cwt. of “smoke- 
less fuel”—a carbonized re- 
sidue that burns like anthra- 
cite. An actual gain of carbon 
residue and thermal units is made over the raw 
coal, in the process. 

Like every other advance in technology, the 
new method of recovering hydro-carbons at the 
surface, from burning mines, will reduce em- 
ployment. It's part of the tragico-farce of life 
that millions of men are frantically seeking op- 
portunity to work long hours at dangerous and 
arduous toil that could better be done with 
machines. On relief works, men shovel dirt with 
hand shovels and trundle it away in hand-bar- 
rows, when machines could do it more efficiently 
at small cost, 

Reduction of working hours all round is the 
only sensible method of readjustment. Those 
who benefit by the profit system are filled with 
fear lest readjustment of working hours may 
reduce their profits. They would rather keep 
millions killing time on relief than risk sensible 
readjustment, by reducing the hours of labor of 
their workers. 

In disorders of the human body people often 
have to get worse to get better. The same thing 
is true of disorders of the economic body. Un- 
employment is increasing and will keep on in- 
creasing, When it increases to a point where 
it is cheaper to readjust hours of labor than keep 
millions on relief, hours of labor will be read- 
justed.

London Letter

(By Mail)—The hopes for both 
democracy and peace are, for the 
moment, centred in London and one 
wishes one could write if not with 
optimism with some real confidence 
about what is happening here. All 
Europe looks to London. It is from 
London the initiative must come if 
the situation is to be saved. The 
slowness of action of Britain and 
France following happenings in 
central Europe is unbelievable. At a 
reception at the London School of 
Economics I met an exiled German 
professor who had made England 
his study for many years. He said 
ever since the war England had 
consistently underestimated the 
time factor and he wasn't sure that 
now it wasn’t too late to catch up. 
Let us hope that he was wrong. 

Although the government's com- 
plete reversal of its foreign policy 
brought it into line with the policy 
of its ex-cabinet minister members, 
such as Churchill, Eden, Duff-Coop- 
er and Amery, and also into line 
with the policy of the Libera) and 
Labor parties, there has not been 
widespread and complete confidence 
throughout the country that they 
really meant their new policy. Two 
things have disturbed public opin- 
ion, one the leading article in “The 
Times” and the other the policy of 
the government to Russia. 

The day after the prime minister's 
speech guaranteeing Poland “The 
Times” torpedoed it in a leading 
article stating that it did not mean 
very much, The foreign office im- 
mediately issued a communique re- 
affirming the prime minister's state- 
ments which he himself did later 
in the house. Unfortunately the 
harm had already been done in an 
England and a Europe familiar with 
this technique which had been used 
so effectively in the case of Czecho- 
Slovakia. At the time of the Sep- 
tember crisis “The Times” publish- 
ed an “inspired” leader which the 
foreign office denied as represent- 
me government policy. Then later 
it furned out despite this denial that 
“The Times” had published what 
really did represent the policy of

patient stop using so much starch 
and sugar and take more exercise 
Exercise is quite important in 
these mild cases as it will help the 
patient to burn up sugar which 
otherwise would not be burned 
Mild cases of diabetes ere gen- | 
erally controllable chiefly by diet, 
The intake of starch and sugar 
must be cut down, as these are the 
foods which the body is having the 
most trouble in handling. When 
the patient sticks to his dietary 
regimen regardless of how much 
he ig tempted to indulge in for-

In fact in some cases several | 
weeks or months of dieting will, 
apparently improve the carbohyd- 


| rate tolerance sufficiently so that 


the patient may begin to use more | 
starch and get the benefit from it | 

I find it a good plan to start the | 
patient off with a fast, and the | 
sugar in the kidney elirmination 
will usually disappear during the | 
fasting regimen. In mild or moder- 
ate cases, the sugar will not again | 
appear if the patient will follow 
faithfully the dietic rules he re- 
ceives, 

While the diabetic patient is al- 
lowed meat within modbtrate 
amounts and is also given an abun- 
dance of the non-starchy vegetab- 
les, and eggs, he should avoid) 
starches and sugars insofar as pos- 
sible, at least in the beginning 
When fhe diet is thus regulated it | 
is often possible to keep the die- 
betic with a mild case, sugar-free 
without using insulin. | 

In a severe case, insulin treat | 
ment may be the only means of 
controlling the disease. However 
in the patient past fifty the disease | 
very commonly remains mild and 
does not advance to the severe) 
stage. In the mild case the patient) 
still retains enough insulin-produc- 
ing cells so that he can handle a 
small amount of starch and suger 
to advantage and will get along 
all right as long es he does not 
take these foods in excess

Many of the penalty doubles that 
one hears in expert circles are based 
on the doubler's skepticism about 
the opponent's bidding rather than 
on intrinsic values in his own hand 
This highly speculative type of 
doubling is popularly referred to as 
“doubling by ear.” 

When the ear is keen enough and 
the knowledge of the opponents’ 
bidding habits accurate enough, ex- 
cellent results may follow such 
doubles, but woe betide them when 
they go wrong! Then overtricks 
in abundance are api to be the har- 
vest. In today’s hand West fancied 
himself as an “ear doubler,” but, 
judging from the results, I'm in- 
clined to think he was deaf as a door 
post.

Just in case many readers, after 
perusing the above bidding, think 
the compositors and proofreaders 
have gone mad, I hasten to say that 
this actually was the bidding as it 
took place at one table of a recent 
duplicate. Obviously North-South 
were on a “psychic” spree. South's 
first response was, of course, in- 
tended as a two-edged weapon. He 
wanted to keep the opponents from 
mentioning their likely spade suit 
and also hoped to stop a spade lead 
if he, as he planned, were to play 
the final contract in no trump. This 
is no staunch defense of South's 
tactics. I am merely acting as re- 
porter in this case. 
be seen, went really “fancy” on his 
second turn at the auction. Instead 


of raising his partner's spade bid he | 


tried to stave off a club lead by 
mentioning the suit. Then, when 
South jumped to three no trump 
and West doubled, North must have 
sensed that his partner’s spade bid 
had been phony and decided to 
gamble it out along the lines South 
had chosen. 

Questionable as was the bidding 
of North-South, however ,it is 
really West's double that must come 
in for derision. As West explained 
later, in a decidedly crestfallen 


tone, he had figured his own single- 


ton diamond as portending a bad 
break in the suit, with probable 
stoppers in East's hand. Since he 
himself could hold off the spade 
and club suits (after a fashion) and 
as he had heart strength, he had 
decided to make a gambling double. 
He was “very sorry about the whole 
thing, but so forth and so on.” All 
this explaining, however, unfortun- 
ately took place after the grinning 
declarer had raked in twelve tricks. 
West had opened his fourth-best 
heart and declarer had jumped on 
East's jack with a _ suppressed 


whoop, after which he had snick- | 


ered and said; “Hold your h&, boys, 
and get ready for an awful lot of 
discarding!” Whereupon he hat 


j led a low diamond toward dummy 


and, to West's unutterable horror, 


| East had not only failed to follow 


suit but, when asked “No diamonds 
partner?” had stoutly maintained 
that he was not revoking. Declarer 
threw his two remaining hearts on 
the ace and king of spades, and then 
actually could have taken all thir- 
teen tricks, but (not unnatirrally, 


| decided to run the rest of his dia- 


monrs rather than risk the club 
finesse, and so ended up with the 
losing club queen in his hand. 
Ironically enough, it was East, the 
doubler’s partner, who took the only 
trick that was taken by his side! 

“Doubling by ear,” or doubling 
simply because one has a hunch 
that the opponents are overboard, 
is by. all odds the most delicate 
manoeuvre at the bridge table and, 
as such, requires judgment that 
amounts almost to a sixth sense. I 
recommend that all readers who 
cannot be sure that they possess that 
sense confine themselves to the 
more orthodox type of doubles in 
which they can count, or almost 
count, the setting tricks.

JOBLESS ASK 
RESIGNATION 


RELIEF HEAD 


Unemployed Ex - Service- 
men Urge Action On A. 
A. MacKenzie 


Resignation of A. A. MacKenzie 
from his post as chairman of the 
bureau of relief and public wel- 
fare was asked Wednesday after- 
noon at a meeting of the Unem- 
Ployed Married Ex-Servicemen’s 
Association in the Memorial Hall. 

Action was taken, Syd Bowcott, 
chairman, said, due to the telegram 
sent by Mr. MacKenzie to Hon. 
Norman M. Rogers, minister of 
labor at Ottawa, regarding the 
standard of relief in Alberta. 

When Denton Massey, Toronto 
Conservative M.P., charged in the 
House of Commons recently that 
hundreds of relief people had died, 
Mr. Rogers wired the relief adminis- 
trators in each province to check on 
the accuracy of this allegation. 

In his reply, Mr. MacKenzie, Mr. 
Boycott said, had declared that Mr. 
Massey's charge was not applicable 
to Alberta, where relief standards 
were well administered. 

Mr. Bowcott said that Mr. Mac- 
Kenzie had maintained that the 
people on relief were better off 
than some not on relief, and that 
the fifty cents extra given to 
people on relief at Christmas had 
in many cases been spent extrava- 
gantly. 

Denying this charge, the meeting 
Wednesday went on record as de- 
manding Mr. MacKenzie'’s imme- 
diate resignation, and a copy of the 
resolution was sent to Hon. W. W. 
Cross, minister in charge of relief 
and public health. 

No formal interview to press the 
resignation demand will be sought 
with the government, Mr. Bowcott 
stated. 


Hon. Lucien Maynard, minister of 
municipal affairs and acting minis- 
ter of relief in the absence at Ot- 
tawa of Hon. Dr. W. W. Cross, min- 
ister of health and in charge of re- 
lief, said that he had no knowledge 
of the resolution passed by the un- 
employed asking for Mr. MacKen- 
zie’s resignation. He said no repre- 
sentations had beem made to him 
afid pending stich he preferred to 
make no comment.
